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II. Claims 1-3, 4-7, 11-13, 14-17 and 21-23 , drawn to a method of diagnosis, 
assessing the efficacy of therapy and prognosis of a subject who has defect in cell 
proliferation by assaying GLUTx expression using a antibody; 

III. Claims 24-28, drawn to a method of treating a defect in cell proliferation in a 
subject using a compound that inhibits GLUTx; 

IV. Claims 24-27 and 29, drawn to a method of treating a defect in cell proliferation 
in a subject using an olignucleotide antisense to GLUTx; 

V. Claims 30-31 and 34, drawn to method of treating ischemia in a subject by 
administering GLUTx protein; 

VI. Claims 32-34, drawn to method of treating ischemia in a subject by 
administering nucleic acid encoding GLUTx; and 

VII. Claim 35, drawn to method of treating ischemia in a subject by administering a 
GLUTx modulator.
